“′ Last year; the authority， which 
has 20,000 tenants，experienced a 
15 驳 reduction in its $20 million 
budget，and it is expected to lose 
another $4 million in funding this

Many of the 
Chinese residents are elderly and 
have lived in the apart- 
ments for more than a decade， 


and most of the younger tenants- 


work in Chinatown garment fac- 
tories or restatITants. 

Several Chinese tenants said 
they were very angry about the 
proposed sale.“We don't have the 
abijlity to move 一 were depen- 
dent on government subsidies,” 
one said through a translator.“If 
we could have moved，we would 
have done it a long time ago.…、 

“My feeling is that the govern- 
ment should not allow the profit- 
makers to come in here,”another 
resident added，-saying she was 


worried that the sale would set a - 


dangerous precedent，because SF 
has not sold public housing before， 

A petition now being circulated 
among the .tenants Opposes the 
federal budget cuts, because “pub- 
lic housing is practically the only 
Source of shelter left for very poor 
families.” 

Mun Yee Leung，who has lived 
in the project for four years， 
pointed out that many of the 
Chinese tenants waited for years 


-to move into the project and 


would suffer greatly 让 forced to 
leave.“We need the convenience 
(of being near Chinatown). Many 
people are old,，a lot of people 
don t speak English,”she stated. 
“If we need heljp，where else can

Leung saidq that “everything's 
getting better” in the project 
because maintenance of heat and 
hot water systems has been taken 
over by a Pprivate agency and 
because an Urban Initiative Anti- 
Crime Program reduced crime in 
the project by 80 匈 ， 

“When we feel safe a little bit， 


Something else happens; ”she ob- 
Served. 
Another idea being investi- 


gated by the housing task force is 
the_ conversion of some of the 
public apartments into coopera- 
tives to_ be soldq to the tenants， 
“Co-ops have a lot to recommend 
them,， but we're here because 
we'Te low-income,”Perata said. 
Some families with many working 
members might be able to _ make 
the down payments, she saidq, -but 


many tenants are Tetired or single 


Parents with many children.，

reluctant to ,discuss cooperative 
management is because Iany 
people here don't speak English.

China,” Perata noted， The 
Housing ”Authority does not 
provide _ translation services at 
tenant meetings, she said， 


Pointing te the recent sale of an 
Atlanktaspublic housing PrIoject， 
Perata expressed skepticism about 
the Housing Authority's assur- 
ances that it is not now consider- 
ing selling the project.， However， 
She said she was gratified that the 


Board of Supervisors last month 
resolved to“maintain availability 
of housing for low-income ten- 
ants.” 

“The services _ are always 
reduced first to the poor, ”Perata 
said，However，she warned that 
because of the housing erisis 
throughout the city，sale of the 
North Beach project would affect 
all SF residqents， 

“There are only so many places 
to_ live，whether you have money

As we search for fair and 
humane answers to the issues of 
immigration，particularly as they 
apply to Mexicans，it is wise to 
reflect for a moment upon our 
immigration experiences of the 
Dasty ae 

The Asian example is heljpful in 
attempting to better understand 
Present trends. Remarkable simil- 
arities between Asian and Mexican 
immigration exist; but sadly，the 
shameful history of discrimination 
against Asians is resurfacing with 
new life and little subtlety against 
Mexicans. Permit me to _ briefly 
describe the situation for a few 


Asian groups， 
SOLDIERS 
lipinos， IThe first wave of 
Pilipino ， immigrants were 


Tecruited and imported -between 
1900-1934 to work in the farms of 
Hawaiiand California. More than 
100,000 Pilipino workers 一 able- 
bodied，single young males 一 
were needed for the pineapple and 
sugar cane plantations of Hawaii 


and the citrus and vegetable farms 
of California. Discriminated 
against because of their limited 
English abijlities,，.Pilipinos “were 
exploited by labor camp owners 
and suffered increasing hostility， 
Anti-Pilipino riots led to the 1934 
exclusion ljaws which provided for 
an immigration quota of 50 
Pilipinos each year. 

But World War II brought 
about a new need for Pilipinos by 
the United States 一 the need for 
soldiers in the.Pacific. Thousands 
of Pilipinos enlisted to fight for the 
US. But while the US naturalized 
natives of Iceland，England,，and 
other countries as a reward for 
serving the United States， no 
naturalization examiner was pro- 
vided for Pilipinos. Subsequent 
court challenges to this deliberate 
action have by in large proven 
fruitless for Pilipino War Veter- 
ans， 有 
One of the most shocking 
examples of exploitation of 
Filipino and Filipina nonimmi- 
grants came to a -head in 1977 
when evidence ，surfaced that 
exchange Visitors from the Philip- 
pines were "being greatly mis- 
treated by sponsoring American 
farmers. The program，which was 
Sponsored by the National 4-H 
Club Foundation， had the 
blessings of both the State Depart- 
ment and the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service，and was 
billed as an agricultural education 
Program for hundreds of top 
students from the Philippines， 


In fact，what the program 
amounted to for most students was 
experience as cheap farm laborers. 
Poor working conditions and sub- 
standard housing were the rule， 
not the exception . One trainee was 
forced to jlive in a converted 
chicken coop with only a bucket 
for a toilet and a pan of heated 
water for his bath: Another took 
turns sleeping with the pigs two or 
three times a week to care for

The gunman，who is believed to 
be a former student, escaped. 

MI. Yasuda's _ innovative and 
controveisial ， teaching style 
challenged students both intel- 
lectually and emotionally. He was 
teaching the introductory psycho- 


logy course and a course on child- 


hood and the family this year, and 
Was holding a discussion with 
eight students when the attacker 
entered his office and shot him 
SeVveral times. 

”Mr Yasuda had earlier told 
students about the suspect's 
threats against him as an iusra- 
tion of the psychology of terTror-. 
The suspect is described as 3 
Latin imale named Jose， 22 
years 0]d, 5310” and 200 to 230

“Our Taiwanese friends try to 
avoid his (Sun Yat-sen's) policy in 
later years to_ unite the workers 
and peasants in the movement;” 
Zhao said, “He also worked to 
enjlist the Soviet Russians for 
obvious reasons， Most of the 
historians on the mainland accept 
that viewpoint. Our Taiwanese 
friends try to diminish that,” 

Hu Sheng，chief of the main- 
land delegation，said he thought 
the meeting was a successful one， 
“It is only natural that historians 
should bring forth many points of 
view,” whbich are-“beneficial to 
us ”he said. Hu noted that Sun 一 
a_ Ievered figure for both -the 
Communists and Nationalists 一 
had forged an alliance between 
the Nationalists and Communists 
in'the 1920s. 

Closing the conference with his 
speech, Hu stumbled once into the 
Communists old anti-Chiang 开 ai- 
shek rhetoric，although the slip 
was not translated into English， 
according to the Ne 7orK Times 
Sun，Hu noted in Chinese，had 
“fought against the Manchu dy- 
nasty， the ”Chiang， ah， the 
warlords,” he added，correcting 
himself . 


Judge Delbert Wong 
Retires June 1 


LOS ANGELES 一 LEA County 
Superior court judge Delbert- 下 . 
Wong，who in 1959 became the 
first Chinese American to serve as 
aUS judge, will retire June 1 after 
23 years on the bench. Wong has 
served the longest on -the 206- 
judge court, having been elevated 
to .Superior court in Oct，1961， 
following three years as a 工 A 
municipal court judge，
